The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners directed 
Sheriff Kirk Wakefield to gather 
estimates on what it would take 
to upgrade a portion of the coun- 
ty jail in an attempt to boost rev- 
enues. 

As of June, the Crawford 
County Jail has only brought in 
about $50,000 in revenues, under 
the $75,000 that has been pro- 
jected. 

The shortfall is due to a myri- 
ad of reasons, Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo said. 

First, the Michigan Legislature 
has reduced sentencing guide- 
lines for some felony offenses in 
attempt to reduce expenses for 
the Michigan Department of 
Corrections. That means some 
prisoners are being sentenced to 
serve time in the county jail for 
crimes calling for sentences less 
than one year. Felony crimes 
which call for a sentence over a 
year means that inmates are sent 
to prison to serve the time. The 
state typically reimburses coun- 
ty’s for the time spent in the 
county jail before they are sen- 
tenced in court. Now, the coun- 
ty is having to bare the expense 
of paying to house more inmates 
in the county jail. 

“They are a drain on our sys- 
tem as opposed to being a drain

If you thought eggs were just 
for eating, think again. For 


thousands of years, the 
Ukrainian people have been 
making elaborately decorated 
eggs called pysanky. A woman 
with Ukrainian ancestry named 
Marge Len has been carrying on 
this ancient tradition in the 
Grayling community for 
decades. 

“It was a tradition my mother 
taught me and I was about four 
years old when we started,” said 
Len, 

Len has since been engrossed 
in the tradition for decades, dec- 
orating eggs with vivid colors 
and incredibly intricate designs 
relating back to Ukrainian tradi- 
tion, 

“Ukrainian 
have eggs in every room, 
Len. 

The process of making a 
Ukrainian pysanka usually 
involves first cleansing the egg 
with vinegar. This helps the dye 
to stick. 

“Some eggs take without that, 
but with others you can be dis- 
appointed,” said Len.

on the state prison system,” 
Compo said. 

The passage of the 24-hour 
road patrol millage in November. 
2004 by county voters also 
means that sheriff’s deputies are 
making more arrests on the mid- 
night shift, increasing the jail 
populations. The extra inmates 
mean that the county can not 
house inmates from adjacent 
counties and garner added jail 
revenues. 

Finally, the Crawford County 
Jail in the past had housed 
inmates for federal law enforce- 
ment agencies, Those inmates 
are now being jailed in a down- 
state corrections facility. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said that the jail’s 33 
beds are being used to house 
local inmates. Officers also have 
to segregate some inmates to 
ensure the safety of corrections 
officers and other inmates, 

“There are guys back there 
that don’t play well with others,” 
Wakefield said. 

In December 1999, following 
a Department of Corrections jail 
inspection, state officials said an 
old portion of the jail, which was 
built in 1969, could only be used 
to house work release or trustee 
inmates if cameras were placed 
in that area and a corrections

The grant will pay to remove 
the asbestos from the building, so 
that is not a health hazard. The 
ceiling tiles and flooring, which 
also contain asbestos, will also 
be replaced. 

“By getting that asbestos out 
of there, it will make whatever 
we do in the future easier 
because we won’t have to deal 
with that,’ said Bruce Patrick, 
chairman of the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Steering Committee. 


Last year, the Grayling’ Fish ~ 


Hatchery Committee received a 
$30,000 grant from the USDA, 
which was used to replace the 
roof and paint the exterior of the 
building. 

“They were pretty happy with 
what we accomplished with the 
last grant, and if they like what 
you have. done, they are more 
inclined to keep supporting you,” 
Patrick said. 

Unlike previous initiatives, 
Patrick said that hatchery offi- 
cials did not seek donations from 
businesses, service clubs or indi- 
viduals due to the current eco- 
nomic climate. Contributions, 
which will go toward a $10,000 
match for the project would be 
appreciated, Patrick said. 

“We didn’t want to saddle peo- 
ple,” Patrick said. “Times are 
tough and a fot of people in town 
are asking for support.” 

Any funds left over for the 
grant will be used to pay for 
architectural designs for the inte- 
rior of the hatchery. 

The hatchery committee hopes 
to establish a nature museum in 
the building.

The jail would have to hire four 
additional corrections officers to 
man that portion of the jail if 
minimum or maximum security 
prisoners*were kept in that area.

Trees must have 
been planted since January 1990 
and have a density of over 250 
stems per acre. 

Credits are currently selling 
for about $4 per metric ton. This 
means that over a five year peri- 
od, a landowner with 5 acres of 
young red pines will make about 
$200 for enrolling and promis~ 
ing to let their trees grow. 

The Delta Institute is acting as 
the aggregator or the entity that 
collects the carbon offset credits 
in large enough quantities to be 
sold at the Chicago Climate 
Exchange. Landowners can 
enroll in a four year contract that 
ends at the close of 2010. You 
can also withdraw from the pro- 
gram by paying back any money 
you receive. 

Right now, only recently 
planted trees are eligible, how- 
ever, research is being done to 


determine how much carbon is 
stored by working forests. This 
is a forest that is established and 
managed. We hope this program 
will be.in place by October of 
this year. Landowners who 
enroll their working forest 
would be required to have an 
acceptable forest management 
plan, agree to no harvesting dur- 
ing the contract and. pledge to 
manage their woodlands in a 
sustainable manner. 

Selling your carbon credits is 
not a government program, 
therefore, if you are enrolled in 
Farm Bill Programs such as 
Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP), Wildlife Habitat 
Incentive Program (WHIP), 
Forest Incentive Program (FIP) 
or Environmental Quality 
Incentive Program (EQIP) you 
can also enroll in this program.

Honoring the fallen, caring for the wounded: 


The men and women of our 
armed forces are as courageous, 
honorable and capable a fighting 
force as the world has ever 
known. These servicemen and 
women have made a commitment 
to protect our nation. -We need to 
make an equally strong commit- 
ment to honor them when they 
make the ultimate sacrifice for 
our country. 

Tragically, America has lost 
more than 3,500 heroes in the 
wars in fraq and Afghanistan, 
including more than 140 from 
Michigan. Each time a soldier, 
sailor, airman or marine is lost in 
battle, their families, friends and 
communities must be shown the 
respect and support of a grateful 
nation. One of the most powerful 
ways we honor the fallen is to fly 
the flag they fought under at half- 
staff. 

Until recently, however, some 
fallen service members have not 
received a unified showing of that 
honor. On many occasions dur- 
ing the course of the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, governors 
around the country have issued 
proclamations for state agencies 
and residents to lower our 
nation’s flag to honor fallen ser- 
vice members from their states. 
Many federal agencies in those 
states have followed those procla- 
mations, but some do not. 

To those mourning the death of 
a loved one, this inaction can be 
hurtful and interpreted as indiffer- 
ence to their loss. This is certain- 
ly not the message our govern- 
ment wants to send to the families 
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of our men and women in uni- 


‘form. 


To prevent that situation, 
Congressman Bart Stupak intro- 
duced the “Army Specialist 
Joseph P. Micks Federal Flag 
Code:Amendment Act of 2007” 'in 
January, and I was proud to spon- 
sor the companion bill in Senate. 
Congress recently passed the leg- 
islation, and the President is 
expected to sign the bill soon. 
Our bill gives governors the 
explicit authority to order our 
nation’s flag lowered to half-staff 
when a member of the armed 
forces from their state dies while 
serving on active duty. It also 
requires federal agencies in that 
state to lower their flags consis- 
tent with a governor’s proclama- 
tion. 

All levels of our government 
will now send a clear and consis- 
tent message when members of 
our military are killed in the 
course of their service to our 
country. We owe our fallen sol- 
diers, their families, and their 
communities this unified showing 
of respect. 

As we support the families of 
the fallen, we also need to provide 
those who are wounded in service 
to our country with the best possi- 
ble medical care. On this, too, we 
have been falling short. 

Problems in the care and treat- 
ment of our wounded warriors 
came to our attention in a series 
of articles in the Washington Post 
in February, These articles 
described deplorable living con- 
ditions for some service members 
in an out-patient status at Walter 
Reed hospital; a bungled, bureau- 
cratic process for assigning dis- 
ability ratings that determine 
whether a service member will be 
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Chamber sized up things 25 ot 
more years ago, and the analysis 
holds up pretty well today: We 
may have criticisms and gen- 
uine concerns here and there, 
but by and large — like our U.S: 
Constitution — on balance the 
United States of America still 
comes out all right. 

We repeat here the advice 
offered when we first ‘explored 
these themes in The Almanack 
in the 1970s: - 

When we look into the future,

for the enjoyment of all. 

Marsh was the CEO of 
Saginaw Basin Land 
Conservancy for a few years and 
learned the details of the various 
“means of preserving worthwhile 
qualities of land usually through 
_conservation easements or 
: preservation agreements where a 
. motivated land owner transfers 
: development rights to a conser- 
-vancy and thereby assures per- 

petual preservation of the land 
while keeping control of the land 

according to the terms of the 
agreement. In Shaw and Marsh’s 
-case, they have severed their ties 
‘to, this land except for the right to 
maintain existing foot trails 
“which will be open to the public 
-and retention of mineral rights on 
‘terms which would never allow a 


: mineral developer to use the sur- . 


face of the land. 

Shaw, a Bay City attorney and 

: third generation owner of a log 

‘cabin on the North Branch, has 
served on the board of Saginaw 
Basin Land Conservancy and still 
‘volunteers there. He and Marsh 
7 have together enjoyed their River 


property and have slowly devel- 
oped this plan to preserve the 


undeveloped frontage rather than. 


succumb to pressure to sell or 
leave the decision to their chil- 
dren. They have also worked to 
encourage at least four other like- 
minded riparian owners who 
have donated conservation ease- 
ments on their AuSable River 
frontage. 

Shaw and Marsh discussed the 
donation with their children who 
have wonderful memories of this 
property and who bring their own 
children (fifth generation) to the 
property to enjoy its natural 
offerings and to prevent their 
children from suffering Nature 
Deficit Disorder. The kids sup- 
ported the gift. 

When the — conservancy 
received the offer it sent its staff 
to inspect the property, They rec- 
ommended acceptance, and the 
board decided to accept the gift. 
Then the details were worked out 
like the terms on which Shaw and 
Marsh can maintain the foot 
trails and reasonable rules gov- 
erning public access. 

From experience, Marsh and 
Shaw knew that, while their gift 
of land was an asset to the con- 
servancy, it was also a liability, 
because the conservancy assumes 
a perpetual obligation to monitor 
and protect the land, even to-the 
extent of suing someone who 
violates the conservancy’s rights. 


Therefore, Shaw and Marsh sent 
a check along with the Deed and 
committed to give more money 
in the future to the Conservancys 
Endowment Fund at the Bay 
Area Community Foundation to 
help fund those actual and poten- 
tial future expenses. 

So, the Conservancy now owns 
1000. feet of AuSable frontage 
which could otherwise be devel- 
oped with houses, docks, power 


lines, driveways and septic sys- | 


tems which would degrade pub- 
lic enjoyment of the area. 

The trend is toward develop- 
ment. People often look to make 
the most money from their river 


property and forget why they or - 


their ancestors acquired it in the 
first place and worked to protect 
it. Shaw and Marsh hope that 
their gift will encourage especial- 
ly larger land owners on the 
AuSable to think about how they 
can preserve their land. Planning 
before a sale can make all the dif- 
ference between a long term 
good result or just a careless, 
quick sale. 

The IRS says they can deduct 


‘the value of the property as a 


charitable contribution. They can 
offset up to 50% of their adjusted 
gross income each year for up to 
15 years until they use up the 
deduction. They no longer have 
to pay property taxes on the 
donated land, and neither does 
the conservancy.

added using a stylus. To add 
color, the egg is dipped in dye 
after each layer of artwork is 
added. Lastly, small punctures 
are usually made in the egg in 
order to drain its contents. In 
some traditions the contents of 
the egg are not removed, but Len 
says this is not recommended, 
Even by taking careful steps to 
preserve the egg, it can still easi- 
ly end up ruined. 

“You spend way too much 
time to take that chance,” said 
Len. 

Although the Ukrainian people 
usually only used eggs that were 
native to their region, many kinds 
of bird eggs are suitable for this 
art form. Turkey, duck, chicken, 
goose and even ostrich (the 
world’s largest bird egg) are pop- 
ular choices. | 

“Once you do the ostrich egg, 
you’ve got the whole field of 
things you can put on it,” said 
Len. . 

Although the basic process 
remains essentially the same, the 
equipment and dyes used to 
make the eggs have changed 
vastly over the centuries. 

“We can do things now that the 
old ladies. in Ukraine never 
dreamt of,” said Len. 

Once Christianity became the 
national religion of Ukraine, the 
egg making became strongly tied 
to Christian religious tradition. 
Len says that there ts something 
of a spiritual bond with every egg 
she crafts. 

“You get to working on one of 
these eggs for wecks at a ume 
and it’s personal,” said Len. 

Len herself has plenty of expe- 
rience working within this tradi- 
tion. She crafts eggs not only for 
her own enjoyment, but also for 
friends’ birthdays, anniversaries 
and other occasions, She seils

Len has also passed the tradi- 
tion on to others. She has 
instructed many people on egg 
making in her own home and at 
other venues. She taught her art 
at Grayling High School for a 
while around the time when the 
current school was first built in 
the late 1970s. 

“Anybody can be a Ukrainian. 
It’s fun,” said Len. 

Strictly traditional Ukrainian 


eggs are mostly yellow, red and 
orange with trace amounts of 
green and blue. The artwork is 
composed almost entirely of geo- 
metric designs. Len usually 
adheres to this standard, but she 
did make an exception for one 
very special egg. 

Len happens to be a big fan of 
world renowned Irish singer 
Daniel O’Dormnell. Last month, 
she had the opportunity to meet 
him while he was.on tour in the 
United States and presented him 
with an egg decorated in Irish 


designs. O’Donnell was so* 
impressed that he brought the © 
egg back with him to Ireland. 

“Never did I guess that one of 
my eBes would be across the 
ocean,” said Len. 

Although Len admits that her” 
waning eyesight is making the 7" 
intricate egg making . process".
